paign fisds the weak spots in the di­ 
rect primary law uncovered for gen­ 
eral observation. 
These weak places 
were known by the real supporters of 
the direct primary idea, when the di­ 
rect primary bill was under consid­ 
eration at Sacramento a year and a 
half ago; were pointed out and pro­ 
tested against. 
Rut to no avail. The 
machine element had last whack at 
the measure, and the 
anti-machine 
element, to secure any direct primary 
law at all, was obliged to accept what 
the machine was willing to give. 
Senator Stetson of Oakland, 
who 
was one of the leaders for an effective 
direct primary law, hit it off when in 
explanation of his vote for the meas 
ure he said: 
“ Before voting on this 
matter, lest any one in the future may 
think that I have been passed some­ 
thing and didn’t know it, I wish to ex 
plain my vote. 
* 
* 
* 
I shall vote 
for this measure, not because I want 
to, but because I have to if we are 
at this session to have any direct 
prim ary law at all.” 


The defects of the law, pointed out 
by the anti-machine members of the 
legislature when the measure was un-' 
der consideration, have 
been 
em­ 
phasized at the test. 
It is generally 
recognized now that the law imposes 
needless 
expense 
upon 
candidates, 
that its partisan features are unnec­ 
essary and cumbersome, and that the 
district, advisory vote plan for giving 
expression of choice for United States 
Senator is unsatisfactory if not im­ 
practicable. 
But these defects can be readily 
remedied by amendment. 
No more 
important work will come before the 
next legislature.

Rut with all its defects, the direct 
prim ary law has been the means of 
lining up the electors of the state on 
the one great issue that confronts us; 
that of railroad domination of public 
affairs. 


As the campaign nears 
its 
close, 
and the sense of the situation sinks 
in, there is seen everywhere a steady 
drift to the side of those who stand 
for a free state. 
Here in San Fran ­ 
cisco one hears Johnson talk, where 
a month ago his name was scarcely 
mentioned. 
On the street cars, in 
the hotel lobbies, at public gatherings, 
the issue, as Johnson has been ham­ 
mering it at the public for nearly 
five months, namely, the kicking of 
H errin and the Southern Pacific poli­ 
tical bureau out of the management of 
the Republican party and the adminis­ 
tration of the affairs of the state, is 
the principal topic of discussion. And 
Johnson’s purpose meets little opposi­ 
tion.

ing," hut that is all. 
Anderson held 
some sort of a meeting at Sacramento, 
which was soon forgotten; 
sim ilar 
attempts elsewhere have

cisco, and over in Alameda County, 
none of the candidates 
opposed 
to 
Johnson have held any large meetings 
at all.
